A Miami Springs, Fla., 
firm today was awarded 
an $853,618 contract by the 


Southern Florida Flood Con 
trol Project. Redipient af 
the contract was Ronlee, 
Inc. 

Known as Levee 67-C, 
the new 6-foot high dike 
will parallel Levee 67-A 
which was completed some 
time ago. The dike extends 
diagonally across ‘the south- 
east corner of Conservation 
Area 3, a reservoir cover- 
ing some 914 square miles. 

Purpose of the series of 
parallel levees is to reduce 
seepage of water from the 
rservoir, District Engineer 
Colonel R. P. Tabb said. 
Porous rock material under 
the corner of the flood con- 
trol project's water storage 
basin permits some of the 
stored water to seep under 
the existing levees and es- 
cape to the sea. Seepage of 
some water is necessary, 
Army Engineers say, in ог- 
der to provide fresh water 
for coastal areas, but Army 
Engineers orginally planned 
a series of dikes diagonally 
across the corner of the 
Conservation Area to re- 
tard seepage. Only one of 
those levees (L-67A) has 
been completed. 

As many as five parallel 
eventually be 
constructed, according to 
Colonel Tabb. 

The new dike~ (L-67C) 
will be located 6,000 feet 


‘southeast of L-67A, Colonel 


Tabb pointed out. He said 
the trapezoid-shaped dike 
will have а 10-foot wide 
crown and a base of 34 to 
40 feet. As a part of the 
same contract a 72-inch 
gated water control struc- 
ture will be built into the 
levee near the-junction of 
L-67C and L-67A 

The lower 15-mile por- 
tion of Levee 67-C and the 
control structure will be lo- 
cated in Dade County and 
the remainder of the dike 
will be in Broward County. 

The Miami Springs firm 
submitted the lowest of 3 
bids on the work. Comple- 
tion will be required by the 
Corps of Engineers within 
270 calendar days.
